Washington, July 8.—The interstate 
commerce commission in a decision 
today in the case of George Edwards 
against the Nashville, Chattanooga & 
Little Rock railroad held that where a 
railroad provided certain accommoda­ 
tions for a first class passenger of the 
white race, it is commanded oy the 
law that like acconiraodat:ons lie fur­ 
nished for negroes who have purchas­ 
ed first class tickets. 
It holds in th ;s 
case that manifestly the rail-ood ‘has 
unduly and unjustly discriminated in 
some particulars against colored pas­ 
sengers” and orders that where the 
railroad provides a wash bowl and 
towels in the coaches for white pas­ 
sengers and separate smoking com­ 
partments, 
similar 
accommodations 
shall be provided for negroes paying 
the same fare. 
The complainant, who had purchas­ 
ed a ticket from Chattanoog, T e n n , to 
Dalton, Ga., was removed from a car 
to whites for one for negroes, and 
complained that she was discriminated 
against because of her color a n i not 
afforded equal facilities.

the same fare. 


The complainant, who had purchas 


ed a ticket from Cnattanoog, Tenn., to 
Dal tori, Ga., was removed from a car 
to whites for one for negroes, and 
complained that she was discriminated 
against because of her color aaa not 
afforded equal facilities.
